This announcement was made July 23. 
Secretary Wright appeared at Oyster 
Bay late in the afternoon of July 31. 

He passed thé night on Sagamore Hill 
and the next morning he received the 
newspaper men. 

He informed them that the eight ca- 
flets were to be allowed to return to 
West Point, and that their punishment 
for the black ant stunt would consist 
of such disciplinary measures as were 
thought proper by the superintendent 
of the academy.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.—For the pur- 
pose of relieving former Secretary of 
War Taft from criticisms on account of 
the discharge of the negro battalion of

On his return Mr. Taft suspended the 
order th order that the President might 
reconsidée® the matter, says Gen. Corbin. 
The Président was at that time in Porto 
Rico. 


The President's Message. 
In response to.a message from the 


War Secretary, the President,cabled as 
follows, according to Gen. Corbin: 

“Cablegram réceived. Discharge is not 
to be suspendéd unless there are new 
facts of such importance as to warrant 
you cabling me. I care nothing what- 
ever for the yelling, either of the poll- 
ticlans or the sentimentalistg. ‘The of- 
fense was helrious and the punjéhment I 
inflicted I fmposed after aue delibera- 
tion.

Quarreled With Mayor, Stood Ahead of Host 


in Receiving Line and. Was “Aggressive”, 
Says Letter Received Here. 





ICE-PRESIDENT FAIRBANKS, 
V according to a prominent English 
woman, who has written to a 
friend ih St° Louis, made the French 
ahd English Canadians furious by his 
failure to observe the ‘‘proprieties” at 
the ter-centenary festivities at Quebec. 
The ‘Vice-President Is accused of 
standing up in his carriage and making 
speeches to the crowd as he drove along 
the street, of standing ahead of the 
host in the receiving line at the garden 
party, and of quarreling with the 
Mayor of the city. All of which, ac- 
cording to reports, has not tended to in- 
crease the friendly relations between 
Canada and the United States. 
“Mlost Amgressive Man.” 

The writer of the letter, who is a 
member of the official Canadian fam- 
ily, says: ‘‘Vice-President Fairbanks is 
the most aggressive man I've ever seen. 

‘Thy see him standing in the carriage 
haranguing the crowds as he drove 
along the streets was odd. 

“Tl wasn't near enough to hear what 
he said, though I saw him with my own 
eyes. 

“And what business was it of his to 
stand ahead of Sir Louis Jette, the 
Premier of this province, at the garden 
party to ‘receive’ ehe guests? Pure 
cheek, I call it. 

“It has made all the Canadians, 
French and English furious. 
“Joggleberry, as they ‘call the French 
Admiral, has not returned the Arch- 
bishop’s call, so there are ructions, 
“And Fairbanks and the Mayor had 
words which took Lord Grey two hours 


to smooth out—just from. Fairbanks’ | 
bumptiousness;”’ 

The writer of the letter went from 
England to Quebec to attend the cere- 
monies. On account of her prominence 
she was in a position to observe the 
Vice-President’s movements and the ef- 
fect his conduct had on the Canadians. 

The Canadian people regarded the 
self-assumed importance of the Vice- 
President at the garden party as little 
less than an affront, according to the 
St. Louis woman who received the let- 
ter. Sir Louis Jette was the host of 
the garden party, and it was considered 
highly improper for the Vice-President 
to place himself at the head of the re- 
ceiving line in precedence to the Pre- 
mier. 

Kept Out of Newspapers. 

In Canada, as in other foreign coun- 
tries, the Government officials insist 
that all the proprieties shall be observed 
and that all guests shall occupy posi- 
tions at formal receptions such as their 
rank entitles them to. 

It is said that Canadian officials man- 
aged to keep Vice-President Fairbanks’ 
breaches of official etiquette out of the 
Canadian newspapers. The French and 
English Canadians, as a rule, are at 
daggers’ points on most questions, but 
they seem to be agreed that the Vice- 
President assumed a position far be. 
yond his official importance at the fes- 
tivities. 

As Fairbanks was generally regarded 
as the official representative of .- the 
United States, the offense is considered 
all the more serious.

S DISCLAIMED 


Official at Mercantile Trust 
Co. Replies to Charge 
of Walton. 





CAN BE CUT INTO LOTS 
Mayor Wells Declares He 
Forced Down the. Price 
for City. 








Jerre B. Moberly, assistant secretary 
of the real estate department of the 
Mercantile Trust Co., denied Friday the 
statement of Farwell Walton that the 
old Fair Graunds property was so re- 
stricted by the deed given by the O’Fal- 


lon heirs that it cannot be cut up into 
lots, and must be sold, as a whole, to 
the city. 

The bill authorizing the issuance of 
$:00,000 bonds, subject to an election, for 
the purchase of a tract by the city for 
park purposes, probably will be placed 
on its passage in the Houge, of Delegates 
Friday night. The Ways and Means 
Committee is ready to report: it. The 
Council has passed it-and the Mayor fa- 
vors it openly. 

Cinch Scheme. Is Charged. 

It was in opposing this bill that Wal- 
ton made the charge that it represented 
a scheme of the “Big Cinch,” including 
Festus J. Wade, president of the Mer- 
cantile Trust Co., to ‘“‘unload”’ the tract 
on the city. 

“I know of no restriction which would 
prevent the old Fair Grounds being sold 
in any number of sections or in any 
manner this company might desire,”’ 
said Mr. Moberly. ‘If there were any 
such restrictions we would be likely to 
know of it.’’ 

The Mercantile Trust Co. acquired the 
old Fair Grounds property by exchang- 
ing the equity of the Missouri-Lincoin 
Trust Building, at Seventh and Olive 
streets, for it. 

Walton Named the Big Cinch. 

As told in Thursday’s Post-Dispatch, 
Farwell Walton, president of the St. 
Louis Express Co., declared at a House 
of Delegates committee hearing that 
the park bill was a “Big Cinch’’ mea- 
sure, and that the “Big Cinch” was 
composed of Mayor Wells, D. R. Fran- 
cis, James Campbell, Breckinridge Jones 
and Festus J. Wade. 

In an interview after the hearing, he 
said, still‘referring to the five men he 
had named: 

“These men wish to unload on. the 
city a plece of property which they 
can gell in no other way and thus pose 
at the same time as philanthropists. 
The history of the Fair Grounds is this: 
The tract of land is now in the hands 
of the Mercantile Trust Co., which re- 
ceived it from the defunct Missouri- 
Lincoln Trust Co. The land was orig- 
inally a part of the O’Fallon estate. 
Years ago, it was deeded by the estate 
to the Missouri Agricultural Society, on 
condition that it be used only for the 
promotion of agriculture. 

“The eld Fair Grounds Association 
complied with that condition by the ag- 
ricultural products contests at the fairs. 
Now, however, the Mercantile Trust 
Co. is unable to divide the property and 
sell it as building lots, because if they 
do, it will revert to the O'Fallon estate, 
under the conditions of the deed to the 
Missouri Agricultural Society, which 
compel it to be used to promote agri- 
culture. Therefore, they are trying to 
unload the property for what it cost 
them on the city.” 

Mayor “Forced It Down.” 

Mayor Wells, the only one of the five 
men named who is in the city at pres- 
ent, when told of Walton’s statement 
classifying him with the “Big Cinch,” 
said: 

“We are getting a little callous about 
that.” Then, when the circumstances of 
Walten’s remark were explained, he 
said: 

“If the ‘Big Cinch’ is responsible for 
the purchase of the Fair Grounds at 
the price i tis offered, then every man, 
woman and child will owe an everlast- 
ing debt of gratitude to the ‘Big Cinch.’ 

“T have not a dollar's interest in the 
Fair Grounds. At the price it is of- 
fered to the city, as a ready-made park, 
I consider it a great bargain. While 
it is good sale for the owners of the 
property, it is a better purchase for the 
city. If the ‘Big Cinch’ was behind the 
deal I apprehend that the city would, 
not get the property for $700,000. 

“The price asked formerly was much 
more, but I forced it down to a bar- 
gain.”’ .

The finding of the head yesterday made 
identity of the boy certain and 
made at once for Stephen 
Combracitz, who had boarded at the 
Shishein home and had dtsappeared 
Saturday at the same time the boy went 
away. 

Combracitiz was found a few hours 
later at Racine, Wis., and was arrested. 
He was brought back to Chicago today 
and is held pending investigation. 

The police are holding Hassin Nem- 
mer, alias Yusuf Hassaneman, a Turk 
living at 102 Mather street, a locality 
given up to his countrymen. 


Nemmer or Hassaneman was arrested 
on information furnished by Salim Shis- 
hein, father of the murdered boy, who 
said he ha@ had trouble with the Turk 
over the latter's treatment of his son. 
Nemmer is miorose and lives alone in a 
little shed. 

Following the receipt of information 
from Shishein, the police broke into 
the shed and searched it. Dark spots 
were found on the floor, walls and the 
bed, which, the police say, look like

In addition, the police’ discovered ra- 
gors and other Weapons of the char- 
acter in the shed. Two big saws, some- 
what stained, a large, keen edged hunt- 
ing knife in a sheath and a hatchet and 
a short-handled ax, all stained like the 
gaws, also were found.

LIGHTING 
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High Efficiency Lamps Sug- 
gested as Means of City 
Saving Money. 





The use of new high efficiency electrie 
lamps in the Pine street illumination 
scheme may suggest to the city a means 
of saving not less than $1,000,000 on street 


and alley lighting within the next »ten 


The Pine Street. Improvement 
Association, by using the new lamps, 
will have to pay just one-third the 
amount for electricity that it. would if 
the old-style lamps were used. 

The utility of the high efficiency lamp 
has been thoroughly demonstrated, but 
its use is not encouraged by some elec- 
tric lighting companies for the reason 
that it consumes about one-third as 
much electricity as the old-style lamps. 
Even at the present high prices of the 
lamps many private consumers are us- 
ing them to reduce their electric light 
bills. 

The new high efficiency lamps are des- 
ignated as Tungsten lamps. Tungsten 
is the name of the iaterial used as a 
substitute for the carbon filament in the 
ordinary 16-candlepower lamp. The 
Tungsten lamps, which are now exten- 
sively manufactured in the United 
States, now cost $1.50 each, but within 
a few years it is expected that the price 
will be as low as 50 cents each. 

Experts Suggest Substitutes, 

Electrical ‘experts say that the city 
can substitute electric light for the gas 
lights used in the residence districts and 
get 33 1-3 more light efficiency with the 
Tungsten lamps and still save $95,000 a 
year. 

The city now pays $27 a year for each 
60-candle power gas mantle lamp. It 
could substitute the new high-efficiency 
electric lamp of 80-candle power, with all 
fequired renewals, for $22 a year. This 
would be a saving of $ a year On each 
lamp, figuring electricity at 4 cents a 
kilowatt hour, with an increase of one- 
third in Nght. As there are now 19,000 
gas mantle lamps in-use, the saving, 
it will be seen, will be $95,000 a year. 

For alley lights the city is now pay- 
ing $19.65 a year for each 30-candle 
power electric light. With electricity at 
4 cents a kilowatt hour the city can 
furnish its own lamp renewals with 
$3-candle power lamps for $11.48 a 
year, dr an increase in light efficiency 
of 10 per cent, with a decrease ef 42 
per cent in the Dill. 

By using clusters of lamps, instead of 
the arc lamps now used for general 
street lighting in the business district 
similar results will be showm 

Ordinances have been introduced in 
the Municipal Assembly to let the street 
and aliey lighting contracts for anoth- 
er period of 10 years. The City Lighting 
Department apparently has not made 
any investigation to ascertain how much 
the city could save by using the latest 
inventions in electric lights. 

The Tungsten lamp Was invented in 
Europe. It uses one watt of electricity 
per candle power per hour, as against 
three watts required for the ordinary 


lamp.

Finance Co. Charges He Put 
Big Sum in a Mine 
Wrongfully. 





The International Finance and De- 
velopment Co. of New York has filed 
suit in the Federal Court at Blooming- 
ton, Ill., against John Mutholland, for- 
merly of St. Louis, to recover $400,000, 
which it is alleged Mulholland invested 
in a fluorspar mine in Hardin County, 
Illinois. The development company 
claims the money and alleges in its pe- 
tition that Mulholland fraudulently ap- 
propriated it to his own use in the pur- 
chase of the mine. * 

Mulholland was the originator of 10- 
per-cent-a-month salary loans, and had 
offices in all “the principal cities in the 
United States, was declared a bankrupt 
last fall. 

Assets Are Pledged. 

His mining venture, like hundreds of 
other schemes, he went into after his 
financial business raised him to the 
rank of a millionaire, collapsed. The 
International Finance and Development 
Co., which purchased all manner of 
things, was the first of his ventures to 
involve him tn financial disaster. After 
this company had failed for a large sum 
all the Mulholland assets were pledged 
to make good the losses of its stock- 
holders. The money-lending offices in 
St. Louis and other cities were con- 
ducted under the management of a 
trustee and the money was to be used 
to pay out the indebtedness of the In- 
ternational Finance and Development 
Co. 

It is alleged in the petition that Mul- 
holland wrongfully took the earnings of 
the money-lending offices and invested 
them in the fluorspar mine. Mulhol- 
land had a desperate time trying to 
finance the mine. He pledged the prod- 
uct of the mine for the use of money 
at high rates of interest, but he finally 
was forced to the wall. 

Once Was a Porter, 

Mulholland rose to prominence from a 
porter in Kansas City. He was thrifty 
and saved his money, Which he loaned 
to other employes at high rates oz in- 
terest. From this start he launched 
into the money-lending business, and 
quickly made a fortune, He bought 
everything, from pure-water fountains 
to railroads and mines, but never suc- 
ceeded in anything except the money- 
lending business.

Former Vice-President Seeks 
Democratic Nomination at 
Head of Ticket. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
SPRINGFIELD, IIl., 7.—The 
most spectacular and the hardest fought 
political battle Illinois has seen since 
the days of Lincoln and Douglas will 
end tomorrow, when the people will go 
to the polls and nominate, by direct 
primary vote, ali candidates of all par- 
ties from Governor down to the insig- 


nificant county offices. They also will 
elect thelr precinct, county and State 
central committeemen. 

All parties will vote at the same polls 
and the ballots will be counted by the 
same judges. Owlng to the size of the 
ballots, the count probably will not be 
completed before Monday morning. It 
is expected that the Republican vote 
for Governor will be sufficiently counted 
by midnight Saturday to indicate clearly 
whether former Gov. Yates or Gov. 
Deneen has won. 

Fight ot Persenality. 

The Yates-Deneen fight has been one 
of personality strictly. While all the 
advantages in such a fight are with the 
man in office, Yates has made such a 
strenuous campaign that there will be 
no surprise if he {gs nominated. Yates 
has openly attacked Deneen on his rec- 
ord in the State-institutions and in the 
prosecution of suits against the IiHinois 
Central and former State officials to 
recover money alleged to be due the 
State. Yates has charged the Illinois 
Central Railroad with favoring Deneen. 
Deneen has replied that the Central has 
paid Yates $10,000 for no work, and that 
the suit for $15,000,000, begun by Deneen 
against that corporation. will be dis- 
missed if Yates is elected. 

Yates has brought back into the open 
such leaders as Len Small, William 
Lorimer, Judge Hanecy and others, dnd 
this fact is being used azainst him in 
Cook County. One of the features of 
the campaign its Yates’ fight for Cook 
County and his claim that he will carry 
it by 20,000. 

One argument against Deneen has 
been his record-at State's Attorney of 
Cook County, when his fees and sal- 
aries amounted to nearly half a million

dollars. Deneén has gone into the dis- |. 


tricts of many unfriendly members of 
‘the Legislature, and has advised people 
to defeat them. 


Farmers Are Aroused. 

The Legislature Voters’ League, which 
heretofore has confined itself to Cook 
County, has gone into the State to de- 
feat seven members of the Senate com- 
bine. This so-called outside interference 
has aroused the people and, it is said, 
will do much toward re-electing them. 

The catpaizn has been the most 
costly in State history. It has cost State 
eandidates below Governor from $20,000 
to $50,000. For printing and advertising 
it is estimated candidates for State of- 
fice alone have expended nearly $1,000,000. 
The postoffices of the State have been 
literally swamped with the circulars of 
candidates. Twenty thousand dollars for 
postage alone have been paid at the 
Springfield Postoffice for political pur- 
poses. 

The fight extends all along the line 
and there is as much contention be- 
tween Yates and Deneen candidates for 
precinct and State committeemen 4s 
there is between the masters them- 
selves. 

Democratic Candidates. 


On the Democratic ticket the con- 
tests are not sharp. For the nomina- 
tion for Governor, Adiai E, Stevenson 
of Bloomington, formér Vice-President 
of the United States; John P. McGoorty 
of Chicago, J. Hamilton Lewis of Chi- 
cago and Douglas Pattison of Freeport 
are the principal candidates. 

There are four candidates for United 
States Senator, Albert J. Hopkins, the 
mcumbent, whose interests are allied 
with Yates; Congressman Foss, who ap- 
parently has joined hands with Deneen, 
and former Senator W. EB. Mason afid 
W. G. Webster, who are fighting alone.

HER STATUES SHOCKED 


“Veiled Venus’ Which 
Found Ready Market. 


BY NIXOLA GREELEY-SMITH,. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 7. 
HIS is the remarkabie story of a 
mother’s victory, of the trium- 
phant ending of a war of minds 
and purposes between a mother of the 
old school and a daughter of the new. 

The daughter is Kuehne Beveridge, 
America’s most noted woman sculpto: 
who will sail for Europe for an ab- 
sence of many years next Saturday, and 
the story concerns the efforts of the 
sculptor’s mother, the Baroness Von 
Wrede, to turn her daughter aside 
from the seductive phases of her art, 
and turn her chisel into a sword to 
fight the battle of the spirit against the 
flesh. 

Miss Beveridge herself told ‘me the 
story quite incidentally when speaking 
of her intention to spend the rest of 
her life in the little village of Schnier- 
see, In the Bavarian Tyrol. 

“I am going to work seriously now,”’ 
she said. “In the quiet and peaceful 
mountains I hope to execute two stat- 
ues a year. And it is my purpose that 
these statues shall be of noble and up- 
lifting subjects. For I have learned the 
lesson of purity in art from my moth- 
er. Would you like to hear how she 
taught it to me? She had to become a 
sculptor to do it. 

Mother Objected to Statue. 

“Well, it began in this way: Mother 
said that my artistic tendencies were 
becoming very material. Some years ago 
I did a statue of a nude woman for 
Dr. Jameson—the Jameson raid man, 
you know. I called it ‘Lascive,’ and 
as I had intended to depict a woman of 
lascivious temperament, the pose might 
have been considered suggestive. 

“When my mother saw the statue she 
cried. Then she pleaded with me not to 
let anyone see it. She said that art 
should make the world better, should 
uplift mankind, and that such a figure 
as I had made could only corrupt. Well, 
I sold the statue. I was sorry to have 
shurt my mother, but it seemed to me 
her point of view was too narrow, too 
old-fashioned. ‘Art is long, and morals 
are. matters of geography, I said to ) 


“My next work was called ‘The Devil’s 
Victim.’ It is just the bust of a very 
young woman, but the flames of hell 
are playing about the base, lapping her 
shoulders, kissing her hair, arid’ the 


| girl's head is thyown back, her eyes are 


half closed, as though in ecstacy. The 
idea is that although she is the devil’s 
victim, she Likes it.

“If possible mother was more shocked 
by the ‘Devil’s Victim’ than by ‘Las- 
cive.’ But this time she didn’t cry. She 
simply packed her trunks and went to 
Paris. She was going to become a sculp- 
tor herself, she said, and show me what 
could be done for the pure in art. 

‘“T’ll admit I smiled to myself. Mother 
had modeled all her life in an ama- 
teurish way. She had done little things 
about my studio, but I had never 
dreamed that she took her sculpture se- 
riously. Well, would you believe it, this 
middle-aged woman was an art student 
in Paris for a year, going to classes 
with boys and girls far younger than 
her own children. 

“IT was in London. My mother and I 
corresponded, but she never mentioned 
her work, and neither did I. Then one 
day I got a telegram from her. It said: 
‘Come and see my statue.’ I went. Do 
you know, my mother had done a per- 
fectly marvelous piece of work. It was 
the figure of a nude young girl’holding 
a veil over her eyes. Every line ex- 
pressed the most eplga eg purity. I 
was stunned. 

Purity im Art Profitable. 

“Within a week that ‘Veiled Venus’ 
had been sold to the Leeds Museum. It 
stands there now. I put a few finishing 
touches on it, but as my mother first 
showed it to me, it would have won 
praise from:any critic. 

“Then my mother said--very quietly: 
‘Kuehne, you see that .ve pure in art 
is not onky more beautiful but. that it 
sells more quickly—and. pays better.’ ”’ 

Miss Beveridge drew a long breath 
after her story. Then she gaid simply: 
“That’s why the Venus EF am going to 
make my life work, and tnat I’m going 
to Schniersee to do, is to be a Fireside 
Goddess, a good and pure and beautiful 
woman.”’

ANTI-TUBERCULOSIS MEETING — 
STOPPED THROUGH MISTAKE 


Circular Led to Idea That It Was 
Negro High School 


Jollification. 

Secretary Robert J. Newton of the 
Anti-Tuberculosis Society of St. Louis, 
and Isaac Renney and George Erker 
were arrested Thursday night for try- 
ing to hold a negro mass-meeting on 
Cottage avenue, between Goode and 
Pendleton avenues. 

The place of the meting is the site 
for the new negro High School. The site 
was selected over the protests of white 
residents in that vicinity. In advertis- 
ing the anti-tuberculosis meeting, ar- 
ranged by Newton for negroes’ benefit, 
the negro committee sent out a circular 
reading: 

‘Big free open-air meeting at the new 
high school site, Pendleton and Cot- 
tage avenues. Stereopticon pictures, 
music and singing. All are invited.’’ 

Fred Swaine, a member of the North- 
western Improvement Association, saw 
one of the circulars. He construed it to 
mean a “jollification’” of the  ne- 
groes in carrying their campaign for the 
high school over the whites. He tele- 
phoned President Magoon of the School 
Board. Dr. Magoon asked the police to 
stop the meeting. Newton was explain- 
ing all about tuberculosis when the po- 
live appeared. It required much dip- 
lomacy on Newton's part to convince 
the police of the real purpose of the 
meeting, but he finally did so and it 
proceeded.

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THE NEW PRIMARY PLAN. 

In determining the value of the new primary 
law the mere fact that many voters—a majority, 
in fact—did not go to the polls on the first pri- 
mary election is not sufficient to condemn it. Nor 
does the jaw itself stand condemned, if by reason 
of popular apathy the bosses profited and exer- 
cised a control as absolute as they have exer- 
Cised hitherto, under the old primary and con- 
4 —eee | Yention plan. The fault does not He with the 
a te “~ es eA! law, but with the people who failed to grasp 
SS | their opportunity and to exercise their right to 

control their party nominations. | 

It should be kept in mind that the object of 
the new direet primary plan is to give the voters 
Of each party an opportunity to select their 
candidates—to free them from the dictation of 
party bosses whose power to control nominations 
had become practically absolute under the con- 
vention system, and whcos2 exercise of that pow- 
er wes chec'ed and influenced solely by the 
fear of popular reyolt against bad candidates. 
Originally the old convention and primary sys- 
tem was designed to place the eontrol of nomina- 
tions and of party action in the hands of the 
voters, and its failure to do this, by reason of 
boss manipulation and fraud was the prime cause 
of the adoption of the new law. 

If the failure of voters to use the opportunity 
to control the government through popular elec- 
tions; if the domination of boases on account of 
popular apathy, were sufficient reasons for abol- 
ishing elections anfl repealing election laws, we 
would long ago have had direct boss government, 
without the cumbersome machinery of party con- 
ventions and popular elections. Although the 
apathy of voters is deprecated, no one dreams of 
advocating the abolition of elections on that ac- 
count, 

The people may not use their opportunity or 
exercise their right to control the government 
through elections; they may neglect to vote or 
may cast their ballots unwigely at times, but it 
does not follow that popular government should 
be overthrown. The remedy lies in the ed- 
ucation of the people to a realization of their 
duty and of the consequences of their neglect. 
So in the matter of contralling party nominations 
and party government under our party system, 
the opportunity to select their candidates and 
determine the conduct of parties ought to be 
in the hands of the party voters. It must be in 
their hands if good government is to be secured 
under parties. 

The proper criticism of the new primary law 
does not concern the apathy of the voters in 
one election, but the practical working of the 
law-—doeg it enlarge the opportunity of the voters 
to control party action? What faults in the law 
have been brought to light by the praetical test 
of its operation? | 

One grave fault in the law is the lack of pro- 
vision for the registration of yoters. Complaint 
of the failure of voters to east their ballots is 
in a meastire nullified when the law itsalf cuts off 
qualified voters from registration and the right to 
vote. 

Another grave fault is the limiting of the can- 
didates on the ballots in the general elections to 
candidates nominated in party primaries, It 
eliminates independent candidates and forces all 
voters to act with a party and to accept the party 
dietum as final. 

It centralizes power in the hands of county 
committeemen. | 

These faults are due to party bossism and were 
injected into the law to serve the interests of 
party bosses and machines, 

The multitude of Democratic. candidates in the 

recent election offered a practical obstacle to the 
best results by confusing the minds of the voters 
and by giving opportunity to the party bosses 
te win against the scattered votes of the better 
element by concentrating the machine votes on a 
caucus ticket. But this condition may remedy 
{tself in another campaign. Good citizens, by 
organization, can concentrate their votes an good 
candidates. Moreover, a large popular vote, dis- 
tributed among several candidates, would proba- 
bly give a plurality over a bad machine candi- 
date. If the Democrats had polled a full vote, 
Walsh and Morrissey would not have been nomi- 
nated. Account must ‘be taken of frauds com- 
mitted by ward bosses, 
The princl»le embodied in the law is sound. The 
questions to be determined are, what amendments 
and remedies are needed, what faults must be 
corrected to make its operation practical and 
successful? 

The condemnation of the new system by the 
bosses for the alleged reason that it defeats 
popular dnd promotes boss rule will not be ac- 
cepted by intelligent men as the final verdict. 
Condemnation of the direct primary plan by party 
bosses may safely be accepted as evidence of its 
possibilities as an effective instrument for the 
establishing of popular rule.

‘The man was her husband, James Hep- 


burn, Earl of Bothwell. 

Mary inherited the crown of Scot- 
land. In early youth she married King 
He died and she 
came back to rule her own country. 
The gay, frivolous French court had 
just suited Mary's Nght nature. With 
the harsh, grave, quarrelsome Scots who 
now surrounded her sne had nothing In 
common. She shocked them, They 
bored her. For state reasons. she mar- 
ried her cousin, young Lord Darnley, 
He was a big, awkward, stupid, weak 
fellow whom Mary grew to despise. He 
was desperately afraid of her, and was 
jealous as well. e had ample cause 
for both emotions. The marriage was 
unhappy. So was Mary’s whole reign. 
She disliked her people. They distrust- 
ed her. From the @irst everything 
seemed to go wrong. 

It was when affairs were at their 
worst that Bothwelt loomed up big on 
the political horizon. ‘Though of high 
rank, he was a ruffian adventurer, who 
had more than once been mixed up in 
treasonable and other uniawful esca- 
pades. Darnley murdered Rizzlo, tha 
Queen’s elderly secretary, and in a fit 
of jealous rage sought Mary's death 
or imprisonment. Bothwell, with a 
strong army at his back, interfered in 
her behalf. He also helped to stir her 
dislike for Darnley into hatred. Soon 
afterward Darnley was assassinated 
There can be no doubt that Bothwe!! 
caused his murder or that Mary knew 
beforehand what fate the Earl had plot- 
ted for her young husband. With Darn- 
ley out of the way all was clear salling 
for Bothwell. He had gained tremen- 
dous influence over the Queen. Where 
other men flattered Her he bullied her. 
Where others begged for her favor Both- 
well brutally demanded it. He was her 
master by sheer force of will and rough 
strength. This sort of man appealed to 
Mary’s fickle heart. She loved him more 
and more devotedly the more brutal 
treatment she received at

Directly after Darnley’s murder Both- 
well planned a master stroke in. his 
kame of courtship and stateeraft. As 
Mary was riding back to Edinburgh on 
April 24, 1567, from a visit to her in- 
fant son (who was afterward James I. 
of England), Bothwell, at the head of 
an armed force, met her and carried her 
away to Dunbar Castle. Though this 
daring act was supposed to be nothing 
less than a piece of lawless kidnaping, 
it is more than probable that Mary not 
only freely consented to the scheme, 
but had helped to plan it. At any rate, 
she made no _ resistance. Bothwell 
promptly divorced his faithful wife, and 
on May 15, 1667 (barely three months 
after Darniey’s death), he and Mary 


were married. Mary had meanwhilel 


made Bothwell Duke of Orkney. But he 
was, to all intents and purposes, the 
real ruler ef Scotland. When he and 
Mary appeared in public he used to 
held his cap in his hand to show he 
was her subjeet. But 
anatch the cap from him and put it on 


his head to indicate that he was her} 


equal, He tyrannized over her and be- 
haved toward her with none of the 
courtesy of deference due her rank. He 


had apparently won his life’s ambition] 


and no longer troubled to show civility 
to the woman to whom he owed all. But 
the more cruelly he treated her the 
mere Mary loved him. 

The Scotch lords hated Bothwell and 
had no idea of accepting him as their 
ruler. They rose ig arms and took Mary 
away from him. She escaped from them 
disguised as a boy and joined Both- 
well. Then the lords marched against 
the lovers in open warfare. bothwell, 
who was as brave as he was brutal, 
offered to settle the quarrel by single 
combat with any ehampion the lords 
might name. Phe challenge was reject- 
ed. The Queen's followers deserted her. 
She was at the lords’ mercy. 

Hemmed in and unable to escape, she 
kissed Bothwell good-by with many 
tears and surrendered to her foes. Both- 
well, seeing all was lost, deserted her, 
and slipping through the enemy's lines 
escaped to Norway. There he was cap- 
tured, and died insane in a Scandina- 
vian prison. Mary was dethroned. She 
fied for protection to England. There 
Queen Elizaheth caat her into prison 
and later had her beheaded.
